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Since the appearance of Part Iof MAYA POTTERY in 1925 the Museum has suf- 
fered the loss of its Director, Doctor George Byron Gordon, whose sudden death occurred on 
January 30, 1927. 

It is to Doctor Gordon that MAYA POTTERY owes its conception, creation and 
form, the publication of such a work as this having been one of his foremost hopes and 
projects for thirty years ever since the day when, in the Maya field, he began his scientific 
career. 

The editorship of MAYA POTTERY and the task of its completion have now 
devolved upon Dr. J. Alden Mason, the Curator of the American Section of the Museum, 
whose endeavor it will be to maintain in the succeeding parts the high standard set by Doctor 
Gordon in Part I. 

Before his death, Doctor Gordon had practically completed the editing of Part II, the 
arrangement of which has been but slightly altered by the present editor.
